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Spring Storm In Fall

The Case For 
Both Sides 


A spring storm in the fall of the year? 
Impossible, you say? Maybe so but a 
storm about spring is not Just a possibility 
this fall, it is already a reality Editorial 
Research Reports tells us that the dispute 
centers about Rachel Carson’s “ The Silent 
Spring,” which was just released by pub­ 
lishers last Thursday. Apparently the book 
is an attack against pesticides which is 
not a particularly new subject but one 
which is brought into sharp focus by Miss 
Carson. 
Many groups have long been at odds 
over the practicality of using various 
sprays, poisons and other means of arti­ 
ficially balancing na­ 
ture or making her in 
some way more to our 
liking. The chemical 
industry, 
of 
course, 
can make a good case in behalf of man’s 
attack on the various things in nature that 
have hurt or hindered him in the past. But 
bird lovers and naturalists of other kinds 
believe that as much bad is being done 
with many of the chemicals we use as 
there is good accomplished. They believe, 
in fact, that the bad often outweighs the 
good. 
No t Miss Carson nor anyone else is 
likely to settle this matter in the near fu­ 
ture. Chances are that it will go on as a 
controversy for a good long time. Nor are 
we particularly sold on the side of either 
chemical or anti-chemical advocates. Bill 
concern or question over our treatment of 
nature may not be misplaced. 
Up until three years ago. this writer 
never had much of any lawn. In fact, the 
day can be remembered when most peo­ 
ple didn’t have much of any lawn. For 
one thing, there was not and still isn’t a 
grass that can stand up to the abuse given it 
by the neighlxirhood children. Give the chil­ 
dren free rein in the yard and we guarantee 
there will be no lawn, regardless of the 
money you spend on it and the time you 
devote to it 


DOBLEK 
In those days clover was considered quite 
a good lawn because it w-ould take abuse 
and was green. It even provided many 
long hours of entertainment, searching for 
four-leaf clovers and making strings of the 
white clover flowers. 
And with the yard being no social in­ 
dex. the family didn’t care if the kids 
plaved football or baseball on it all day 
long. There was even a game of tag 
played on paths cut in the vard by h 
hand mower. A family uith children still 
cannot adopt a hard and fast “ keep oM 
the grass” policy but some limits must 
be drawn if you have hope of any suc­ 
cess. Playing on hanks is out as is playing 
very hard when the grass is either too 
wet or too dry. And there is no sense 
seeding an area down if you let the chil­ 
dren immedlatelv play on it. 


But a lawn years ago didn’t really 
mean much. In those days you didn’t ex­ 
actly cut the grass: you mowed the yard 
and the yard consisted of anything that 
would grow. It didn’t brown up very 
quickly in the spring as the blue grass 
lawns of today do and it died out a little 
earlier in the'fall but it held the summer 
rains in check and kept the mud at a 
minimum. And for a part of spring and 
fall and all of summer, it didn’t look half 
bad. Most people then didn’t even know 
that fertilizers might make a big dif­ 
ference in things and they surely liad no 
time to spend pulling w'ceds. A good weed 
control chemical we doubt even existed. 


And you then gel into all the chemical 
buunes.s 
The trouble with tins is that 
one thing leads to another. 
.A good tat 
stand ot grass will often lead to fungus, 
snow melt or something else. .-\nd you 
begin to hear of such things as fairy ring 
and moth eggs that you had never heard 
of before. And destructive sod worms are 
now' well known to almost every lawn en­ 
thusiast. 
This i.s what happens when you get 
ideas about a nice, lush, green lawn. On 
lop of ail of this, voii run up a giant water 
hill. The tiling is that von no sooner get one 
problem licked than another seems to de­ 
velop. This, we are convinced, is due to 
the fact that you can’t tamper too much 
with nature and get away with it. 
The chemicals you use to spray will 
many times kill such things as roses and 
shrubbery. It is our suspicion that you also 
kill many of the in­ 
sects which would oth­ 
erwise eliminate trou­ 
ble at a later date. Be­ 
fore you know it, for 
instance, something is eating your trees and 
your evergreens and you have to give them 
a shot of something. This, ot course, is to 
say nothing of the lime you spend working 
on the yard. 
There probably isn’t much 
question that a good lawn can be had for the 
money, but is it worth it all? 
VVe are not fooled, either, by the fel­ 
low who says the best way to have a lawn 
is to do nothing to it. His 4awn will clear­ 
ly show he has done nothing to it. even 
though he tries to convice you otherwise. 
He has simply learned to live with water 
grass, bindweed, dandelions, clover and a 
variety of other things with a scattering 
of blue grass here and there. But right or 
wrong, he may be the smallest fellow in

Self Employed Tax Deduction 


The Congress has handed President 
Kennedy its revised bill permitting self- 
employed persons to set up tax deductible 
pension funds. It was passed early last 
week by the House and late in the week 
bv the Senate. 
Whether the President will sign it into 
law is speculative. Whether, if it succumbs, 
it will reappear next session in a variant 
version representing the administration’s 
thinking is also speculative, but possible. 
In any event, passage 
of the measure, 
establishes the long sought for proposal 
as a 
substantial question and can 
be 
viewed by its advocates as a victory. 
The bill as it stands 
is modest in its 
privileges. 
It would allow a 10 per cent 
deduction from earned income in an amount 
not exceeding $2,500 a year, half of which 
would actually be tax deductible. Such a 
limitation tends to wash out any real bene­ 


fits for those of modest income with pro­ 
portionately poor incentive for those of 
large income. Such a trimming at both 
ends tends to re.strict the attractiveness of 
it to a limited earning bracket and, there­ 
fore. operates against it. 
Social security is a form of privileged 
thrift and applies more broadly across the 
spectrum of earners and taxpayers. 
Its 
acceptance constitutes a strong argument 
for the many who are not included in its 
privileges and who would seem to be en­ 
titled to some equivalent as a matter of 
even handed justice. But it is true that the 
greater number of social security clients 
are under a withholding tax system which 
does not grant deductions permitted of 
many of the self employed. It is in this 
hazy area that the answer to even handed 
justice is to be found. It is a question 
whether the present measure has met the 
requirements.

It is unfortunate tor the Democratic 
party and the people of Nebraska that the 
recent test on chairmanship of the party 
had to center on two individuals, and not 
the candidates tor the post.

Hanson is a ilae gentleman and a 
very pleasant person but his administra­ 
tion as state chairman has been compara­ 
tively colorless. His effectiveness in deal­ 
ing with internal affairs of the party is 
an unknown thing but as a front-line 
spokesman for the party, which he should 
be. he has a very low batting average. 
With supixirt of such people as former 
Congressman Don McGinley and f o r m e r 
Slate Senator Joe Vosoba and with his 
past record of achievement in his county, 
Mitchell showed more promise than Han­ 
son has yet demonstrated. The situation 
further weakens the Democratic party 
whi' h is in no position to absorb such 
blows. The Boyle-Morrison dispute, regard­ 
less of who is right or wrong, is likely to 
destroy the Democratic party of Nebraska 
for a long time and this will be no asset 
to the state.

“Our asking fo r Red China 
to be present in the United 
Natio ns has no relatio n to 
their co nduct,” Desai said in 
a reco rded radio -televisio n in­ 
terview with Sen.

Desai co ntinued “whatever 
is the go vernment o f China 
must be reco gnized fo r the 
purt>o se o f the United Na­ 
tio ns. It is o n that basis that 
we said China sho uld be ad­ 
mitted to the United Natio ns. 
That do es no t change because 
they have made an aggres­ 
sio n against us.” 
He added that regardless o f 
what go vernment rules main­ 
land China “it can o nly rep­ 
resent China in a bo dy like 
the United Natio ns, and no t 
Fo rmo sa, because Fo rmo sa 
canno t be called China.” 
Asked abo ut India’s pending insurance angle 
purchase o f So viet MIG jet 
fighter planes, Desai said ac­

been solidly established on 
the land of China and a pre­ 
liminary foundation has been 
laid for an ind*» pendent. com­ 
prehensive and modern na­ 
tional economy .” 
Chou denounced the United 
States, imperialists, reaction­ 
aries and “ modern revision­ 
ists” — apparently a refer-

i goslavia -- who he said were

and force her to change her 
piilicies. He said these anti-

never succeed.
